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TAKES COURT'S HINT
AND GETS DIVORCE

Door Is Slammed in Wife's Face, and Judge
Grants Her Plea for Separation

Winchester, Va., October 16..Mrs
Nora Vlrginia Orndorff, wife of E
Summers Orndorff, the teacher-post ol
Frederick county. took a hint from
the court's recent opinion in her ap¬
pllcatlon for divorce, and lost no time
in presenting an amended bill a few
days ago. The court decided. recentl\
that neither was entitled to a di¬
vorce, but that lf Mrs. Orndorff re¬
turned to her husband and was de-
nied admlttance she may then apply
for rellef. She went to the house and
had the door shut ln her face. and
with a bang, too, that could be heard
all over the mountainside. She came
to "Winchester at once, saw her lawyer.
and they framed up another bill. which
resulted In her getting a limited di¬
vorce yesterday. In addition to slam-
ming the door shut in his wife's face,
Orndorff has been required to pay her
$350 allmony, relinquish possession of
all her personal property and pay all
the costs of the sult.

An Interesting case in which a non-
resident sought to evade the payment
of taxes has just been decided by Clr-
cuit Judge T. W. Harrison, of Win¬
chester, in the Shenandoah Countv
Clrcuit Court, at Woodstock, in which
Mrs. Frances French was the defend¬
ant. In 11)07, O. L. Schoonover dled in
Clearfield county, Pa., leavlng a large
estate, a portlon of which was be-
queathed to Mrs. French. Considera¬
ble publicatlon was made of her in-
herltance. and the commissloner of the
revenue at Woodstock attempted to llst
whatever personal property she had,
but was Informed that.what had been
received was of no consequenco, and
that Mrs. French did not expect to
make Woodstock her place of resi¬
dence. The Finance Committee of the
Town Council got a statement from
the Schoonover executor to the effectthat he h_&_'* paid,, Mrs. French $31,000
in January, ,-lS9Z." As -Mrs. French still
refused to give-ln any assessment and
wrote the commlssloner from Wasji-'ington. c-laiming a residence tbjoresince November, 1909, the commlsslon¬
er finally assessed her with $20..00 for
each of the years 190S. 1909 and 1910.

was made by Mrs. French's counsel.
Judge Harrison held that whllo a resi¬
dence in Washington was proven prlor
to the assessment for 1910. it was not
Proven as to the prc-eedlng years. and
that the evldence clcarly proved that
the value of tho securltles held by
Mrs. French was relleved of the as¬
sessment for 1910, but that for the
years of 190S and 1909 was -'lowed to
staad.
